WINGLESS AMERICA

I\i MORE ways than one the successful

bombing of the German dreadnought
Ostfriesland by fllers from the ariny base at
Langley Field was an impressive and mem-
orable spectacle. No one In the army or
the navy knew what alrplanes could do to
a fighting ship of the first class,

It was pretty generally supposed that
aviators would be wunable to drop henvy
bombs from a safe altitude on a sWip's dock ;
that even If they could do this, the enormous
walls of steel in bulwarks and protective
decks would continue to protect the ship's
vitals and its crew, But the Ostfriesland,
one of the most powerfully constructed ships
ever built, was sunk by bombs dropped de-
liberately in the water at close quarters,
Its bull was ripped and torn. Never before
was n war game played out to so dramatie
an end,

The view of naval men was reflected In the
presenice of the great battleshilp Pennsyl-
vania, which loafed in the background to
give the army fliers a chance 10 show what
they couldn't do before she opened her hig
guns to send the wvast steel hulk of the
target to the bottom,

News from the flest revenled Brigadier
General Willlam 8. Mitchell, who directed
the attack, riding a scout plane through the
clearing smoke, gestlenlating wildly and in
telumph a half mile fn the air a= the big
ship went down and shouting to the naval
officers below sOme ory of exultation that
couldn't be heard before he and lis men
vanished on the wings that they believe will
yet dominate the world, What did he sax?
Was he telling the navy that its day wns
over, that ships would never agoln decide
A great war?

Mitchell is an enthusiast., Tle Qs the
man who told Secretary Danlels that e
“would stop any fleet that the noasy conhl
send ont,”" Mr, Danlels answered that le
would be glad to stand and folidl his arms
on a battleshlp's deck and permit the army
planes to blaze away from the air—if they
conld live long enough in the storm of anti-
aireraft fire to drop & bomb,

The Ostfriesland didn’t fight back, It
was an abandoned and lonesome-looking
hulk. But, even had 1t been fully armed
and on the defensive, it would have had little
chance for life against a fow alrmen who,
in an emergency, didn't care whether they
lived or died.

Battleships still will be bullt. Their anti-
aircraft batteries will be {mproved mightlly
as a result of the teste just completed. Tt
the enormous army and marine planes, with
their ability to carry and drop bombs welgh
ing a ton or more, must have nmuazed n
grent many naval men

It is to be hoped thnt the Congressien
who saw the end of the Ostfrieslond had
goosl glasses. For the development of wili-
tary flying has been definitely halted in the
United Nintey hecnuse of congressjional nlg-
guridliness

Egan,
pulive surgeon at City Hall, & drunken
man behind the wheel of an automobile has
the same possibilities for hnrm as a boaby
playing with a loaded revolver., He also
strongly recommends  that the automoeblle
clubs of the city expel or at least suspend
every  member found gulity of driving his
nutomobile while under the intluence of
Hyguor.

“Weorerelve sl wanuer of aleoholle cuses
here in the course of g week,”” sald Dr.
Fgan, "'but the most dangerous to the lves
and safety of the cittzens of Philadelphin
ore undoubtedly those men who deive auto-
mebiles while under the influence of liguer,
or whantever they drink In place of liguor,

The Three Stages

“The drunken autamobile driver 8 a
peculing composition. Like every one ols
who is arrested on the clinrge of futoxica
tion, they come in in one of the four stages
of drunkenuess-—gbsolutely dreunk and un-
uble to wil his name or where he lives,
quiet, boisterous or stuporous. They come
from all stuges of society, from the driver
of n luxurious lHmousine to the driver of a
truck. The clubmnn and the workingman
ire both represented on the police surgron’'s
records,

On the Increase

“Before the Inauguration of the prescent
plan of keeping o detulled record of each
ciuse which comes before us there were no
regular permanent records kept, and there-
fore it Is hard to suy whether the cases of
drunkenness nmong sutomobile drivers Ix on
the inerense or not. 1 am inclined 1o believe
that it is, but the fact of the summer
wedther and that there Is now more driving
than in the doys when our plan was begun
may hoave something to do with this, There
are certainly more cases now brought to
our attention thay there were sowe monpths
ngo.

“Even when drivers are held for court
they are very often acquitted. I remember
one cnke where the officer, after making the
arrest, pllowed the man to drefve the car for
elght blocks, As he did it without uny
accident, he was promptly acquitted by the
jury, who eould not be convineed if the
man could drive safely for this distance nfter
arrest that he was not in condition to
operate his ear before arrest,

“When an autolst is arrested on a charge
of driviog while in a state of intoxication
the officer under no eireumstances should
allow him to drive the ear. The officer may
himeelf drive the ear to the station houge if
he is capable, but In this case the officer
nesumes all the responsibllity for whatever
may happen while he Is In charge of it.
The usunl way is for the officer to ring for
a patrol to tow the car to the station or to
gend for some one capable of running it
but not to allow the secused to touch it
after the arrest,

“'Bome of the happenings in court which
grow out of the nutomabile cnses are very
funny. 1 remember one ense, not long ugo,
when the Court neked the jury for thelr
verdiet, and an Irish foreman nrose gnd
suid, *Not gnilts." A poll of the members
of the jury, however, showed that of the
twelve  mewmbers four considered the de-
fendant guilty. When nsked for an ex-
plunation the foreman replied :
